Captain Morris C. Hutchins, the Re 
publican candidate for Judge of the 
Mason County Court, was born in Mays 
ville.

December 19tb, 1861 
promoted to First Lieutenant of the Com 
pany September 2d, 1862, and to the rank 
of Captain August 1st, 1864. 

He was appointed Aide de Camp and 
Inspector General of the First Brigade, 
Third Division. Twenty third Army 
Corps, November 1st, 1864, and served ii 
that capacity in the famous battle of 
Franklin. Tenn., November 30th. 1864, 
and in the field reports of that battle Is 
specially mentioned for "valuable and 
gallant conduct," and was mustered out 
of the military service August 3d, 1865. 
after an almost continuous service of 
rer four years 

Returning to Maysville, Mr. Hutchins 
studied law in the office of Hon. W. H. 
Wadsworth and was admitted to the bar 
in 1868. 

He served the people of Maysville two 
terms as Mayor, was Master Commis 
sioner of the Mason Circuit Court four 
years, and was Postmaster of this city by 
appointment of President Garfield. 

In every position that be has been 
called upon to till he has given satisfac- 
tion, and has left a good record. 

He was once a candidate for the State 
Senate, being defeated by only a few 
votes, and recently came near beating a 
popular Democratic candidate for 
Legislature.

The U. S. Sends an Official One 
to the German Government 



Against the Embargo

Secretary Morton Favors the Katabllshment 
of a ftqaadron of Refrigerator ships and 
Inspection and Stamping by the Gov- 
ernment of Meet* Bent to Karon*. 

Washington, Oct 80.— The official 
protest of the United States against 
embargo on American cattle and meats 
has been forwarded to our minister In 
Germany for presentation to the Ger- 
man government. Secretary C.resham 
takes a hopeful view of the situation, 
but those who know the temper of Ger- 
many look for an additional decree 
barring out American pork. There 
appears to be a misunderstanding as 
to just what ha6 been shut off by the 
last decree. Secretary Morton said 
Monday that he thought it referred to 
live cattle only. Secretary Gresham 
said he thought it included live cattle 
and dressed beef. At the Herman em- 
bassy the ambassador took his Instruc- 
tions from his desk and read: "Live 
cattle and fresh meat," so that Secre- 
tary Orcsham is doubtless right. 

The ambassador was asked if the pro- 
hibition would he raised should it be 
shown that there is no Texas fever in 
future shipments. He replied that he 
thought so. When asked, however, if 
the popular impression that the prohi- 
bition is simply retaliatory is correct, 
he shrugged his shoulders and re- 
marked: "That I know nothing about 
I get mv instructions and obey them; 
that is all." 

Secretary Morton was at his desk 
Monday morning, it being his first ap- 
pearance since his return from Europe. 
He said the matter was of such recent 
occurrence that he could not talk much 
about it until he had examined the 
subject. 

The prohibition which had been im- 
posed by Belgium, he thought, would 
be of but short duration, for on the 
11th of this month Minister Swing at 
Brussels and Consul Roosevelt told him 
that such were the indications, the pro- 
hibition having put up the price of 
meat in Brussels to such an extent 
that the people were protesting. The 
cause for this action on the part of the 
authorities was said to be the discov- 
ery of pleuro-pneumonia in American 
cattle.
